The extra session <>l' our l.cgisla
tin e was brought to a close last Tues-
ility. aid tl:c record of Hie repre¬
sentatives constituting that body,
van not fail to have the approval of
the people of Virginia. It is true

they failed io accomplish the object
for which they were convened, to

wit, the settlement of the debt
question, but that they used all
honorable means to bring about
the desired result and were untir¬
ing in their efforts to secure that

end, no one can question who is at

all familiar with the proceedingsof
our Legislature, except tl ose who

hope by their disapproval to pro
mote their own stdiisb purposes..
The commission appointed by our

Legislature could not agree to the
i njust demands made by the rep
re.-entatives of the British bond-
)i< biers, so far did they exceed ''lie
ability of the State to pay. nor

would (lie people of Vrgiuia have
approved had the members con¬

stituting it been so regardless of
her interests. Our Legislature
Hiding to accomplish tiie object
hoped for through the commission,
very wisely sought by legislation to

protect our treasury from being
plundered by the bondholders, the
most important of which is the law-
making ir a felony lo induce a per¬
son to use coupons twice for taxes,

making it a misdemeanor for any
person ;o use them twice and giv¬
ing the Governor power to remove
trcas'irers for accepting coupons in
payment of taxes, and what is

known as the coupon crusher. The
bondholders through (heil repre¬
sentatives having lefusi d to adjust
the debt upon honorable terms, of
course, no;hing is now left but to
light them to the bitter end, and if
the coupon legislation already en.

acted, docs not accomplish what we
desire, then we must pass other
laws when M.e Legislature again
convenes and continue to doso,un¬
til the bondholders see the fruitless
li^ht they are uiukiug,-oi' ti nm.\**!^'
until laws are enacted w hich will
stand the tests applied by the su¬

preme power of the land.

The election in Accomac last
Thnisday passed off quietly. The
success of t be Democrats w as look¬
ed upon as such a foregone conclu¬
sion in fact, that the Republicans
wisely concluded to make no eon

test, except iu Pungoteaguc district
;1 e "black belt" oft he county, and
except there no special interest was
manifested. In that district the
vote was huge of both political par¬
ties, but the Kepiiblieaus had their
black forces well under command,
and having a majority won m the
fight. It is gratifying to note 111

ibis connection, that in sonic of
the other districts efforts inside
to make ;: breach in the ranks
oi the Democratic party,'by caudi
dales who shied themselves tude
pendants, were, of no avail. Our"
people happily, we believe, realiz
ed ti nt there is no middle ground
between Democracy andllepubli
canism, and cast their votes ac¬

cordingly.

Smith, died at
Warren ton, Va., last week, iu the
ninetieth year of his age, und was

buried at Hollywood cemetery,
Richmond. He has been so long
51 prominent figure in Virginia and
his name has been so longa house¬
hold word in every part of our

-State, as well on account of his
1 ist iuguishedservices to berpeople,
.s for all the attributes that make

.tip a noble manhood, that no enco-
' iniuni is needed at our bauds. He
died truly full of honors, and will
ever be affectionately remembered
by the people of Virginia. The
history of Virginia will truly have
fewer brighter pages than that
which lecords his deeds as a states¬
man aud patriot.

The Governor has appointed
George lVrkius, of Charlottsvillc,
a member of the Board of Visitors
of the University of Virginia, to
succeed Hon. A. H. H. Stuart, who
resigned, and Capt A. D. Payne,of
Fanquier, a member of tho Board
of Visitors of the Blacksburg Gol
lege, to succeed Gen. W.H.F. Lee,
who also resigned.

The Legislature has passed a bill

providing a mode by which tax

payers may obtain an extension of
time for the paymeut of taxes to
the 1st day of May, 1SSS without
the imposition of the five per cent

penalty.
